Dear  President  Falconer: 

I  recently  received  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  The 
Graduates  Society  of  McGill  University  proposing  that  the 
next  Canadian  Contingent  should  contain  a  ba'^l/ion  formed 
exclusively  of  Canadian  University  men. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  my  reply,  \7hile  we  desire  that  as 
many  of  our  graduates  and  undergraduates  as  possible  should 
offer  for  overseas  service, v/e  are  anxious  that  the  students 
now  in  attendance  should  complete  their  Session,  even  if, in 
view  of  the  special  circumstances , the  terminal  examinations 
should,  at  least  for  them,  be  brought  on  somewhat  earlier 
than  usual.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that, if  the  Univer¬ 
sities  unite  in  this  view, the  Department  of  Militia  might 
consent  that, even  if  the  Second  Contingent  should  leave 
Canada  before  the  close  of  the  University  Session, our  stud¬ 
ents,  by  continuing  their  training  here,  might  be  regarded 
as  qualified  for  a  place  in  that  Oongingent,  especially  as 
the  whole  Contingent  wopld,  no  doubt,  be  kept  for  some  time 
in  England  before  being  sent  to  the  front.  How  would  such 
a  proposal  be  regarded  by  the  University  of  Toronto? 

I  have  suggested  in  the  enclosed  letter  that  a  confer¬ 
ence  of  the  representatives  of  the  military  organizations  of 
the  Canadian  Universities  might  be  held  to  discuss  the  whole 
situation,  but  in  order  to  make  such  discussion  effective 
it  would  be  necessary  to  have  some  understanding  as  to  the 
possibility  of  those  students  who  volunteer  for  overseas  ser¬ 
vice  being  able  to  secure  their  Session.

Tne  Secretary  of  our  Aluirni  Association  received  a 
corrnunicat ion  froir  the  VcGill  Graduates  Association  sirrilar  to  that  which  was 
sent  to  you.  T  think  that  their  scheire  is  sorrewhat  vague.  If  you  will  allowj 
tie  I  will  explain  to  you  what  we  are  doing. 

have  received  authority  frotr  Ottawa  for  the 
establishirent  of  an  Officers  Training  Corps  in  which  we  expect  to  have  a  large 
enrolirent.  Py  the  end  of  the  session  next  spring  tnese  tien  should  have 
sufficient  prelitrlnary  training  to  enable  then  to  occupy  positions  as  officers 
in  any  new  contingents  that  tray  be  sent  to  Britain.  ,Ve  hear  on  all  hands 
froti  the  rrilitary  a*uthorlties  that  officers  are  necessary  and  will  be 
increasingly  necessary.  Should  it  turn  out  that  they  are  not  reauired  to 
volunteer  for  foreign  service  they  will  ce  of  great  use  for  our  irilitia  at 

hoire.  The  iiilitary  authorities  assure  rre  that  this  is  Quite  the  tsest,  way 

/ 

in  which  we  can  serve  the  country  and  it  is  a  tristake  to  turn  our  students  in 
as  privates.  Cur  tren  are  taking  it  up  with  enthusiast!.  We  are  shortening 

hours  of  instruction  so  that  they  tray  take  drill  and  rrilitary  instruction,! 
and  T  hope  that  we  shall  have  a  large  enrolirent  of  prospective  officers. 

There  is  soirething  to  be  said  for  a  university  unit 
provided  we  can  get  enough  university  graduates  and  undergraduates  to  forir  sucf 
a  unit  of  say  1,000  tren,  who  will  volunteer  for  the  next  contingent.  I  doubt 
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very  iiuch  whether  we  shall  get  a  large  nuirber  froir  our  present  under¬ 
graduates  who  are  willing  to  volunteer  for  the  second  contingent.  Indeed:, 
if  iry  information  is  correct  the  number  volunteering  from  everywhere  is  so 
large  that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  securing  a  second  contingent;. 
However,,  I  shall  lay  the  matter  before  the  students  and  ask  any  who  wish  to 
volunteer  to  let  me  know  so  that  I  may  be  in  a  position  to  tell  you  what 
chance  there  would  be  of  our  supplying  a  reasonable  number  of  men  to  go  as 
privates  university  company.,  say  in  two  months’  time. 

"I  judge  from  your  letter  that  you  are  taking  on  the  whole 
similar  action  in  Queen’s  to  that  which  we  have  been  taking  in  Toronto. 

If  I  understand  it  McGill’s  position  is  somewhat  different.

Although  the  military  training  which  is  being  conducted  at  the 


several  Universities  may  differ  in  some  respects^ yet  I  assume  that  at  the 
present  stage  it  is  in  essentials  the  same. 


It  may  perhaps  be  impracticable  to  forn  a  Canadian  Universities 


Regiment;  it  certainly  would  be  if  all  our  students  were  stipulating  tliat 
they  would  offer  for  O'verseas  Service  only  on  condition  that  they  should 
receive  commissions.  It  might  hov/ever,  do  much  to  draw  our  Universities 
men  together  if  such  a  regiment  could  be  formed,  f.nd  we  think  it  very 
desirable  to  have  a  conference  of  University  representatives  on  the  subject. 
You  have  no  doubt  already  heardfrom  Principal  Peterson,  on  the  matter. 

He  proposes  that  a  Conference  should  be  held  at  Otta’wa  iiext  Saturday 
We  think  that  it  would  be  of  first  importance  at  such  a  meeting  to  consider 
how  the  students  could  secure  the  present  session  and  at  the  same  time 
train  for  Overseas  Service,  and  ther^ore  that  representatives  at  the  Con¬ 
ference  should  be  able  to  speak  for  their  Universities  as  to  the  provision 
to  be  made  for  the  students'  course  of  study,  and  not  merely  as  to  the 
arrangements  for  military  training.

with  this  inqportant  matter".
